Te;cas School Book Depository building and that a male 
negro was the only person there ( no p&deeemen ) and 
that hes Sorrei.lisi did not identify himself to anyone. 

Based upon Sorrels testimony and that of three 
. other. individuals cited in my letter of 7 June to 
Chief Rowley, the folIov?lng is apparent
